INTERIOR OF STORE PARTIALLY WRECKED BY 
HEAVY NITROGLYCERINE CHARGE—$500 
TAKEN FROM SAFE—NO CLEW YET 





Five hundred dollars in cash, a 
portion of which was post office 
money, was the loot of two safe- 
blowers at Etiwanda early Monday 
morning. The strong-box in the 
general merchandise store of Frost 
Bros., William H. and John, was 
blasted open and cleaned of every 
cent in cash. Papers and stamps 
were not molested. 

The only clue to the yeggs is the 
fact that both wore derby hats. 
This much the half-awakened popu- 
lace of Etiwanda saw as the men 
disappeared in the adjacent wash 
lands. The near-full moon made 
the night almost as day, but the 
bandits made good use of the shad- 
ows of the big trees in getting out 
of sight. 

The sum lost by Uncle Sam and 
by Frost Bros. was not given out, 
but the total in the safe was $500. 
A post office inspector will be in 
Etiwanda this afternoon to investi- 
gate, 

The interior of the store was par- 
tially wrecked by the force of the 
blast. The amount of explosive 
used was evidently extreme. The 
safe was blown wide open and pa- 
pers scattered to all portions of the 
store. Stacked boxes of groceries 
were toppled over, and when the of- 
ficers and proprietors arrived at the 
store the outward indications were 
as if a battle had ben fought in the 
interior. 

William H. Frost, postmaster, at 
once commuincated with the U. S. 
authorities, waile John Frost noti- 
fied the county sheriff's office, Un- 
der Sheriff McLain at once organ- 

nd took up the chase,

torla street, There “are but few 
houses around it. At about 1:40 
this morning the residents in these 
nouses heard the muffled blast. 
Some were aroused enough to peer 
forth into the moonlight. They saw 
two forms hurriedly leave the store 
through a window and disappear in 
the neighboring grape vineyards. 

The alarm was at once sounded. 
Frost Bros. were notified and the 
chase was organized. 

It is believed that the yeggs went 
toward the foothills. 

Investigation proved that the bur- 
glars effected an entrance through 
a rear window. 

No trace of the pair had been 
discovered up to noon today. 


How they were awakened by the 
explosion that wrecked the Frost 
safe at Etiwanda, and then lay ter- 
ror-stricken as the bandits trotted 
within three feet of them and es- 
caped with the loot, was told by A. 
L. Moses and F. G. Black, two Hes- 
peria men, to the posse that formed 
to trail the robbers.

It is rath- 
er dry compared with American vege- 
table tanned leather. However, it is 
made dry so that the oxidizing oils and 
fats will not rot the leather fiber dur- | 
ing the many years that it may be 
held in storage. Every soldier when 
he gets his army shoes also gets a can 
of shoe dressing, with which he dress- 
es his shoes. This keeps them pliable 
and water resisting. The boots are 
erimped. They have only two seams, 
‘They are practically water tight, The 
thread used for stitching them ts band | 
waxed. The absence of blackings of 
any nature tends to save the life of 
the boot. It rejects the sun’s rays 
too.—Hide and Leather.
